le. The French Political Crisis. 


The ¥rench franc, :'. Briand and I%. Raoul Peret all fell together 
on June 15th, the franc to 180 and Whe Briand and Peret from office. 
Forthwith there ensued another political crisis, the fifth since the 
financial situation caused the resignation of iie Herriot in April, 1925. 

President Dounergue at once asked M. Sriand to re-form his 
Ministry, and this he essayed to do, attempting to form a ciinistry of 
national uaion, capabie of facing the critical situation created by 
the collanse of the franc. With this end in view he approached such 
diverse personalities as HM. Herriot and HM. Poincare, but this last was 
too much for the Radical Party, who ceclared on Thursday, June 17th, 
that the inclusion of the name Poincaré in any list of ministers was 
“a program in itselr" anc forthwith put 2n end to any hopes of a 
Vinistry of all the taients by passing a resolution condemning any 
attempt under cover of 3a Union Sacré to plece power in the hands of 
"2 minority which universal suffrage nas rejected", meaning the 


moderate groups defeated by the Cartel in 1924. 
On Friday, June 18th, M. Briand exnressed his inability to form 


a government and M. Herriot began a similar task. His efforts were 
directed towards forming a Republican union of the Left, but two days 
laier, on the morning of June 2Cth, he was forced to admit his ow 
failure and President Doumergue appealed again to Mie Briand. 

Then began a game of political diplomacy such as HM. Briand is 
unecualled in nlaying. He could either base his Cabinet on the Right 
Centre or Left Centre, and as such he had the choice of li. Poircard 
and M. Caillaux respectively as Minister of Finance. Each would 

only accent on his own terms, and it was for Ml. Briand, by playing off 
one against the other, to make his choice and bargain. M. Poincere 
agreed to accept the portfolio if his previous policy (which had caused 
his own downfall in 1924) was followed. This entailed the suppression 
of certain ministries and various other administrative economies. 

When, however, he had ascertained, through consultation with the fank 
of France, the reali state of the countrsgé finances, he withdrew his 
promise to accept this particular parifdl th 





io. he advised thet this 
should be given to M. Doumer end orfered to act as ‘tinister of Justice; 
Since, however, this office carries with it in the usual course cof 
thires the Vice-Presidency of the Ccui:cil of Ministers, the Radicals 
refused to agree to this arrangement and M. Briand turned to Me 
Caillaux, with whom he kad been privately negctieting. 

But M. Caillaux too had his conditions to make, and it waz not 
until these were agreed to on the night of June 22nd that M. Briand 
was able next morning to announce to the Presidamt his success in 
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forming his tenth Cabinet. It is not yet known in detail what these 
conditions were, but one of them was that the Ministers of Interior 
and War should be his own nominees. Tne financial proposals which 
he has envisaged must necessarily involve drastic economy and taxa- 
tion and these he fears may result in large strikes and possivtly 
civil disturbances. Hence the necessity of having a itinister for 
War and a ifinister of Interior unon whom he can depend. This 
accounts for the presence in the Governnent of General Guillaunat, 

no politician, but an officer who has distinguished himself during 
his command of the French arny of occunation in the Rhine. 

In addition to this privilege of nomination, NM. Caillaux has 
been accorded pnractically full powers in the new Cabinet by coupling 
his office of “inister of Finance with that of Vice-President of the 
Council, a position which nas hitherto since the Constitution of 
1875, been held by the linister of Justice. 

Thus hi. Briand's tenth Cabinet, which pnartakes much more of 
the nature of a duumvirate than of anything else, is based definitely 
upon the Left Centre, though in the persons of MM. Georges Leygues 
(Minister of Marine) and Piétri (Under-Secretary for finance) it 
maintainsa liason with the Right. 

‘What Me Caillaux's financial proposals will bring forth is yet 
to be known, but before they oroduce the disorder that he fears, they 
have first to face the disorder of the Chamber, and it is promised 
that these have not abated since his last apvnearance as Minister of 
Fi nance. Meanwhile, on the first day of . Briand's new Government

2. The British Hote to the 
Soviet. 


It was made known on June 12th that the Foreign Office had 
transmitted a Note to Sir Frances Hodgson, the British Chargé d'Affaires 
in Moscow, for immediate presentation to the Soviet Government 
crotesting against the violation of the clauses of the Anglo-Soviet 
Trade Agreement and of international principles by the Soviet author- | 
ities. On the mme day, the "Times" announced that the Charge 
d'affaires of the Soviet Union in London had on the llth issued a 
statement denying the accusation made by the Home Secretary to the 
effect that the Soviet Government had sent money in support of the 
general strike. 

Some confusion existed in the minds of the public as to what 
moneys were referred to, but it was soon made clear that the Note 
dealt only with those funds transmitted to this country during the 
general strike and did not refer to funds sent for the benefit of 
miners on strike. A letter from iY. Walter Citrine, tne Acting 
Secretary of the Trades Union Congress, to the Prime winister, 
published in the "Times"of June 14th denied that the General Council 
had either during the general strike or at any other time received 
any money from the Government of the U.S5.S.R., and the letter further 
stated that, as had been nublicly announced during the general strike, 
moneys that had been offered from this source had been returned. 

The case of the British Government was that the responsibility 
of the Soviet Government was established by the fact that the exnort of 
money from Russia is strictly pnrohibited, therefore only by snecial 
license of the authorities could the funis have been offered to the 
British Trade Unions. The resentment felt by sunporters of the 
Government at the alleged interference of the Soviet was manifested in 
the large number of questions made in the “ouse of Commons on June 
l4th with a view to ascertaining what stens the Government proposed to 
take in this matter. The Foreign Secretary refused to say in advance 
that he would denounce the Russian Trade Agreement. 

The text of the British siemorandum was issued by the Foreign 
Office on June 16th, wherein it was stated that “His Majesty's Govern- 
ment regrets that they cannot vass over in silence the action of the 
Soviet authorities in specially permitting the transfer to Great Britain 
of funds destined for support of the general strike." The Soviet renly 
(which was handed to the British Mission on June 15th) was as follows: 

"The Soviet Government consider it necessary to point out to the 
British Government that in the Soviet Union there is not a total prohib- 
ition of the exnort of currency, but only a restriction of the exrurt 
which requires a permit in each specific case. The Soviet Goverrment,. 
expressing the will of the workmen and peasants of the U.S.S.R., could 
hot prevent the trade unions which are organized by the millions of 
workmen of the U.S.S.R. to send money abroad to support trade unions 
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of another country." The reply concluded by stating that the moneys 
in question had been sent by the Central Council of the Ail Russian 
Union of Trade Unions. 

On June 17th, in the course of his sapeech the Home Secretary 
revealed the interesting fact tnat the first £26,000 actually reached 
London and was refused by the T.U.C., but a second £200,000 was 
returned by the 
transmitting bank with the Governinent's convent to iioscow. The total 
tranamitted to the miners was £393,898 of wnich £380,000 came from the 
All Russian Central Council. The Fome Secretary re-stated his com- 
plaint that the Soviet Government nad waived tue embargo upon the 
exmort of oney in order that the genéral strike might be supported, 
and calling in evidence !fr. acdonald's Despatch of October, i924, 
demonstrated the indivisibility of the Soviet Government and its 
satellite industria] and political organizations. In the House of 
Lords Lord Balfour, in a brilliant anatomy of the Soviet systen, 
ngreed with tne analysis that had been made of the situation, but not 
vith the hint of action, as he considered the breaking off of relation- 
ships with the Soviet inadvisable in face of the pyschological reaction 
in Burope. 

The Government agreed to give up June 25th for a debate on the 
action of tne Soviet. Bleven Unionist members have put down a 
resolution condemning the subversive political activities in this 
country and calling for the termination of the Trade Agreement with 


Soviet Russia. 


S.- Spain, Brazil and the League Council. 


On June 2lst, the British foreign Secretary was questioned in 
the House of Comaons about the resignation of Brazil from the League 
and the rumoured resignation of Spain. Sir Austen said:- 

"I can oniy exnress my sincere regret that the Brazilian Govern- 
ment should contemplate resignation, and my hope thet they may yet re- 
consider their intention to cut themselves adrift from this great 
and increasingly powerful internatiinal organization, to the success 
of which their influence would be equally assured in the future." 
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This reply sums up the position very accurately. brazil's 
retirement is a pity, but the greunds fcr it seem so siender that to 
Anglo-Saxon minds it appears unreasonable to abandon hope that Brazil 
will not really cut herself off from the advantages of League member- 
srip. It may be that the public in Latin-America has not yet under- 
stood the advantages for that group of States in the new scheme for 
electing the non-permanent liembers of tie Council. The plan was 
provcsed by Lord Cecil in Geneva about 2 month ago, and we may exnect 
it to be approved by the Assembiy in Sevtemter. By it, any State 


automatically retiring after its three-year term of Council office can 


be re-elected straight away by a two-thirds majority of the Assembly 


for ancther three years, and:s6 ae infinitum. Sixteen States out of 
sng latinas so that a oractically 


the present rifty-five League mbers are 
nefnanent revresentation is assured to the Soutn American Continent. 


Tf the States of the civilised vorld be considered from the point of 
view of natural grouvihg there is no grous so strong in voting power 


at Geneva as the Latin-American. It is virtually impossible tiherefore 
that the Council will ever find itself without adequate representation 


of the South American point of view. Ynere is therefore no need to 
fear loss of efficiency as a result of Brazil's withdrawal. 

Sir Austen, interrogated about Spain, said that although he wad 
no official notification he was “afriid that the Spanish Gcvernment 
intend to take a similar step" and withdraw, like Brazil, from the 
League. "My regret" he added “is at least equal." 


British opinion will endorse that. Althcugh, in our view, Svain's 


claims to a wvermanent seat are not strong enough to outweigh the 


objections to an increase of irremovable Cotncil Members, her secession 


would be a real loss to the League. Syain is, 80 to sneak, a great 


national nersonglity, ner history, tradition, and the resulting charac- 


teristics of her people giving rer a distinaotive and distinguished 
nosition even in the highly individualized group of Euroyean Member- 
States to which hse beionze. Although she does not pull enough 
‘eight in the conduct of Buropecan affairs to put her in the category 
of States whose presence on the Council is a vital necessity for the 
League, her influence and outlook are a great enrichment to the 
corporate opinion of Geneva. Possibly they may not be lost. The 
official notification of her withdrawal has not been made. Even if 
it is made, two years must pass bevore it takes effect. Few States 
in Turore outside the Scaniinavian group have as many friends and as 
few enemies as Spain. fnere should be room nere for diplomatic 


persuasion.

The Little Fntente Conference. 





The Littel Entente Conference, at which the three foreign itinisters 
Me. Benes, M. Mitilineu and M. Nintchitch represented Czechoslovakia, 
Rumania and Yugoslavia respectively began on June 17th at Bled in the 


Serb-Croat-Slovene State. 


The meeting, which was to have lasted three 
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days was curtailed to two short meetings owing to the polivical 
situation in Czechoslovakia. Befere ieavin: for bled, !. Mitilineu 
gigned an aegreenent for the vrolongaticn for three years of the 
treaties of defence with Yugoslavia and Czecislovakia. 

The official communiqué issued after the sitting on June 18th 
stete4t that the Foreign :inisters had finisned the diacussion of the 
relations of their resvective States with the neignbouring countries. 
All questicns concerning the ieague of Nations were discussed ani the 
attitude of the three Staies at the September meeting at Geneva 
outlined. On these voints there was complete ayreesient. With reward 
to the question of the Bulgarian loan it was decided that the Little 
Entente would demand the annointment of a Yusoslav delegate to the 
Control Comission which will supervise the enmloyuent of the proceeds 
of tne ioan by Bulgaria. 

"The Times" of the 1Sth revorte! that, while eucn of the three 
States retained their literty of action in t..eir relations with soviet 
Russia, the GcermaneSoviet Treaty anneare:d to have nad thc ¢fect of 
making Yugoslavia and Czechoslovakia deal cuutiously with s.oscow. 

The next conference of the Little Entente is to be neld in ept- 
ember at Geneva and. tne following one next snring in Pra,ue. 





The Franco-snanish Discussions in Paris. 

The sranco-Spanish conversationa on the future of worocco opened 
at the Quai d'Orsay on June 14th. France was revresented by General 
Simon, M. Ponsot, Sub-Director of the African Department at the Quai 
d'Orsay; and Colonel Helle, General Boichut's Chicf of Stz«ff. The 
S»yanish delegates were tne Spanish Anbassacor, Senior yuinones de Leon; 
General Count Jordana, Spanish High Commissioner in iorocco; Colonel 
Senor Lovez Olivan, formerly Spanish Consul in algiers and 





Orgaz; 
Morocco and a Spanish renresentative at tne Oujda Conference; and 
Senor San Groniz. he plea that an international conference ought to 


ve held on the subject, though taken un with enthusiasm by the Itaiian 
vress, was heard no more after ii. Driand's emphatic declaration on June 
llth that there was no question of holding such a conference. 

Tne discussions in Paris anvnear to be ~rocceing satisfactoriiy. 
The representatives of ¥rance and Spain iimve to decide on the neture of 
the future regime of the Rif, the fate of Abdeel-Krim,and on a slight 
adaptation of frontier where the #rench and Spanish Zones meet. The 
actual boundaries of the Zones are already fixed, under the cxndrid 
Treaty of 1912, and it onl: remains to make some adjustment at a pcint 
where the geographical and tribal -sines do not coincide. The question 
of the future régime of the iif presents more difficulties; it appears 
certain the the mdasure of autonomy offered when Abd-el-Krim was still 
in nower will not now be granted. But whatever the form adopted, the 
administraticn is bound to out a tax on the energies of the executive, 
ag the tribes ure still in a state of unrest «nd the nature of the 
country presents many difficulties.

BALTIC STATES. 
June 24th: At the request of the Governments of Poland, Finland, 


Estonia and Latvia, Dr. Adatci, the Japanese ‘fiinister to Brussels, has 
consented to preside over the permanent Commission set up by agreement 
to settle the differences between the two countries which are incapable 


of regular diplomatic settlement. 








BELGIUM. 
June 16th: M. Franqui, of the Belgian Treasury, returned from London, 


where he succeeded in obtaining a renewal of credits granted to 
Belgium which will allow the Government time for stabilizing the franc. 





EULGARIA. ; 
June leth: ¥. Liaptcheff, Prime Minister, announced the decision of 


the League Council to grant a refugee loan of £2,250,000 to Bulgaria, 
and exoressed the deep gratitude of the Sulgarian wople to members of 


the Council. 





CANADA. 
June 22nd: A motion introduced by Mr. Mackenzie King, Prime Minister, 


providing that all economic or military treaties entered into by the 
Government must receive the approval of Parliament before ratification 


was unanimously adopted in t House of Commons. 





CHINA. 


June 17th: Negotiations which have been proceeding at Tientsin resultec 





in an agreement among the Allied Commaniers by which Wu Pei-fu and the 
Chihli Party are to nominate the Chinese Cabinet to hold office for a 
period of about a year and Cnang Tso-lin will nominate the succeeding 


Cabinet. 
The British delegation for the settlement of the Hong-kong boycott 


with Canton was appointed by the Hong-kong Government. 

June 2lst: The situation in China shows no improvement and is regarded 
as critical in respect to foreign obligations. Lord Willingdon left 
Peking for London. 

June 22nd: Mr. W.W. Yen resigned his position as Premier in an attempt 
to remove the obstacles which stand in tine way of the meeting of Chang 
Tso-lin and Wu Pei-fu. (Chang Tso-lin objected to Mr. Yen's occupancy 


of the post). 








CZECHOSLOVAKIA. 
June loth: Me Benesh, Minister for Foreign Affairs, was requested by 


his party, the Czech National Socialists, to resign his position in 


the Cabinet. 
Jure 24th: The question of M. Benesh's resignation was discussed at 


a meeting of the Executive Committee of the Czech National Socialists. 
It appears improbable that M. Benesh will resign. 
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EGYPT. 


June 14th: The text of the letter from Lord Lloyd to Ahmed Pasha 
Ziwar was Published expressing the appreciation of the ELritish Govern- 
ment for the services rendered to._Anglo-Egyptian friendship by Ziwar 


Pasha during his tenure of office. 
June 22nd: The general assembly of the Native Court of Appeal met to 


consider Judge Kershaw's letter of resignation and unanimously decided 
to protest to the Minister of Justice against what it describes as 

the "unauthorised disclosure" of thre secrets of the deliberations of 
the Assize Court. All the European members af the Court were absent 


when the decision was taken. 








FRANCE. 


“June llth: A debate on Morocco took place in the Chamber during which 
Xk. Briand stated that there was ne question of holding an internationcl 
conference: on the future of the Rif. 

Me. Franklin-Bouillon announced his intention to question M. Briand 
as to the general policy of the French Government with the hope that 
it may lead to the formation of a "National Union" Government with a 
party truce. 

Juno 14th: The franc fell from 1€6 to 174 to the é&. The Federation 
of Government Servants erganized a demonstration in front of the 
Chamber of Denuties to demand better pay. The Paras Municipal Council 
met to consider a deficit of 150,000,000f. in its Budget. 

June 14th; The Franco-Spanish conversations on Morocco epened at the 
Quai d'Orsay. (See page 8) 

June 15th: The resignation of M. Péret, Finance Minister, was 
announced to the Cabinet. Ata meeting of the Chamber, an attempt 
was made to induce HM. Briand to sneak on the Government's intentions 
with regard to the fall of the franc. Subsequently the Cabinet met 
and docided to resign. 

June 16th; M. Briand undertook to fomm a new ifinistry. Owing to the 
political situation, the visit of M. Doumergue, the French President, 
to Great Britian, was postponed. 

Juno 17th: M. Briand began negotiations for the formation of a new 
Cabinet on the lines of broad union and had long interviews with M. 
Poincare and M. Horriot. 

June l@th: WM. Briand failed in his attempt to form a Government and 
Me Herriot undertook the task. 

The Franco-Spanish conversation3 on Morocco are reported to be 
progressing satisfactorily. Abd-el-Krim is to be kept in French 
territory under close supervision. 

June 20th: M. Horriot failed in his attemynt to forma Cabinet and i 
Briand, at the President's request, resumed his endeavours to forma 


Government. 
June 2lst: M. Briand's task of forming a Cabinet was complicated by 





























the campaign instituted by the adherents of M. Caillaux against HM. 
Poincare, which makes almost impossible the inclusion of both statesmen 
in one Ministry. The franc improved slightly to 169. 
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FRANCE. 


June 22nd: M. Briand appealed to Mi. Caillaux, but without result. 
Te then turned to ¥%. Poincare, who refused to act as #inance Minister 
in the new Cabinet, though prepared to take any other post. 
June 23rd: M. Briand succeeded in forming a Cabinet in which ¥. 
Caillaux is Finance Minister. M. Poincare and lie Doumer are not 


included. 





GERMANY. 
June llth; The Reichstag rejected the motion of "no confidence" 


_ introduced by the Communists against the Chancellor in connection 

with the attitude he adopted towards the publication of the letter in 
which President von Hindenburg expressed his personal opinion on 

the proposal to confiscate the property of former Ruling Houses in 
Germany. 

June 20th: The referendum on the proposal to confiscate the property 
of forser Ruling Houses was heid. 20,000,000 votes were required 

in order to sanction the measure. Only 14,441,590 were obtained 

and it is therefore rejected. 

June 2lst: At a meeting of the Ruhr section of the German Transport 
Union, a vroposal to limit the output of coal pending the resumption 
of work in the British mines was defeated by a large majority. 

June 22nd: The Government's compromise Bill for the settlement of the 
dispute over the property of former Ruling Houses came before the 
‘Judicial Committee of the Reichstag. Examination of the Bill was 
postponed pending futther negotiation between the parties. 

June 23rd: The Judicial Committee of the Reichstag began its detailed 
examination of the Government's compromise Bill with regard to the 
pronerty of former Ruling Houses. Negotiations with the Socialists 
and Nationalists failed to reveal how the necessary majority for the 
eventual passage of the Bill could be obtained. 

Returns from taxations, customs and exise for the first two 

months of the present financial year are in excess of estimates. 

The financial prospects remain good. 

June 24th: The Socialist amendment abolishing without compensation 
all civil lists was adonted in the committee stage of the compromise 


Bill. 

















GREAT BRITAIN. 
June lith: Sir Austen Chamberlain returned to London from Geneva. 


June 13th: The Acting-Secretary of the T.U.C. forwarded a letter of 
protest to the Prime Minister denying that the funds complained of 
in the British Note to the Soviet Government were ever received by 


the General Council. 
June 14th: In the House of Commons, Sir Austen Chamberlain made a 











statement on the representations made to Russia with regard to anti- 
British propoganda. A number of questions were asked on the other 
asnects of Soviet activity, in reply to which the Home Secretary 
promised to make a full statement on the 17th.

IRAQ. 
“June 14th: The Iraq Parliament ratified the Mosul Treaty. 
The Mejliss and Senate have ratified the Anglo-Persian Oil and 


Transferred Territories concession. 





ITALY. 
June 13th: The campaign in favour of Italy's right to intervene in 


the negotiations for the settlement of the Moroccan question was cut 
short by M. Briand's declaration that the question would be settled 
exclusively by France and Spain without summoning an international 
conference. 

June 15th: An agreement was reached between Signor Mussolini and 

i. Manoiletai, Rumanian Under-Secretary of State for Finance, for 
funding the Rumanian war debt to Italy, which amounts to 157,000,000 
lire. 

June 23rd: As a result of anti-Fascist demonstrations at Geneva on 
June leth, the Italian Government protested strongly against what it 
describes as the violation of the immunity to which its representatives 
to the League of Nations are entitled and asks for satisfaction. 








LEAGUE OF NATIONS. 
June leth; Brazil gave formal notice of her intention to withdraw 


from the League. 
June 17th: The Permanent Mnndates Commission held a public meeting at 


which ii. de Jouvenel, French Hign Commissioner in Syria, described the 
situation in Syria and a possible solution of the question. 

June 2qth: It was announced that, contrary to rumour, China does not 
inteng to withdraw from the League, as she nas been assured that she 
will be granted a non-permanent seat on the Council by the September 
Assembly. 

June 21st: The Permanent Handates Commission exanined the report of the

LITTLE ENTENTE. 
June 14th: The defensive alliance between Rumania, Czechoslovakia 


and Yugoslavia was formally renewed in Bucharest for a further period 
of three years. 





June lv7th: M. Benesh, Czechoslovakian Foreign Minister, XM. Mitilineu, 
Rumanian Foreign Minister arrived in Bled with M. Nintchitoah, Yugoslav 
foreign Minister, where the Little Entente Conference was opened.

June 18th: The Conference concluded its dissussions on the relations 
of their respective States with neighbouring countries. Questions 
concerning the League of Nations were also digussed. Complete agree- 
ment was reached on all these points. The precarious position of 

Me Benesh (in view of the demand for his resignation from the Czech- 
slovak Government) made it necessary to curtail the meeting and the 


Conference adjourned. 





HOROCCQ. 


June 17th: It is revorted that should certain claims put forward by 
Spain with regard to the Tangier Zone not receive satisfaction, the 
Spanish Government may decide to withdraw from the Rif.

PORTUGAL. | 
June 12th: The portfolios of Finance and Commercé in the new Govern- 


ment were accepted by Dr. Oliveira Salazar and Lieut-Colonel Passos 
e Sousa respectively. 

June 17th: Pollowing a disagreement with Commandant Cabecadas, Prime 
Minister, General Gomes da Costa ordered the revolutionary troops to 
occupy strategic points in Lisbon and is attempting to form a Ministry 
himself. 

June 17th: Commandant Cabecadas resigned his position as Prime 
Minister, as he had no longer any support in the army. Tre troops 
of General da Costa are closing in on Lisbon. 

June 20th; General da Costa met with complete success in composing 
his new regime.

IV. LEAGUE OF NATIONS NOTES. 





The June Council Meeting. 
The 3ession of the Council produced at least two incidents which 


are likely to be of great importance to the future of the League. 
Brazil resigned her membership of the Council and Spain stated that 

it had been decided not to send Spanish representatives to the September 
Assembly. Subsequently Brazil handed in her resignation from the 
League itself, to take effect, according to the Covenant, two years 
from the date of resignation. Spain also resigned from the Council. 
The loss to the League of one valued member and of the active co- 
overation of another (for Spain has not actually resigned her member- 
ship) is offset somewhat by the clearing of the way for the admission 
of Germany in September and the increased possibility of the return of 
— Argentina has not co-operated in League affairs since 
1920. 

The Council approved the raising of a loan of two-and-a-quarter 
millions for the settlement of RPulgarian refugees. The loan is to be 
secured by the match monopoly and the proceeds of Excise. As Bulgaria 
has not yet ratified the International Labour Office Convention prohib- 
iting the use of white phosphor in matches, it will be interesting to 
see whether the League will make representations to Bulgaria to ratify 
and thus avoid the embarrassment of basing a loan on matches of which 
the League officially disapproves. 





Mandates. 
For the first time in its history, the Permanent Mandates Commissior 


was attended by nearly all the chief officials responsible for the 
administration of the various Mandated Territories. The administrators 
of Belgian, French, British and Australian “andates all presented their 
reports and included M. de Jouvene for Syria and General Marchand, the 
hero of the Fashoda incident, for the French Cameroons. 


The International Labour Office. 
The Annual Conference o International Labour Organisation has 


decided to call a special MNaritime Conference in 1928 to discuss the 
regulation of hours of work for seamen. There was strong opposition 

to this proposal from the representatives of the ship-owners but it 

was passed by 67 votes to 26. A draft Convention was adopted for the 
simplification of the inspection of emigrants on board ship, a Recommend. 
ation for the provision of a woman inspector on ships carrying 15 or 
more women, a Resolution for the provision of an interpreter where more 
than 50 emigrants speak a language different from that of the country 


whose flag the ship flies.
